“ I used to envy General G r a n t an d 
Je sse J a m e s because they had cigars 
named a fte r them. But* shuc ks , now 
I ’ve hindu got It on ’em.” 
Iii recent years, Will ap p e are d less 
on the st ag e and became m o r e identi­ 
fied with Hollywood. One cd his most 
successful stage ap p earan ces, and one 
which w as motivated purely by frie nd­ 
ship* was his substitution 
for 
F re d 
Stone* in th e musical comedy, “T h re e 
Cheers,” when Stone was injured In 
an air p la n e ( rash In 1928. 
Will c a n ­ 
celled all 
his own 
co n tra cts , 
flew 
across th e country, and kept. th e show 
going iii his own inimitable way. 
Dorothy Stone, who ap p ea re d iii tin* 
show with Will, described its closing 
night, as on e of the saddest an d most 
S mem orabl e ex periences of h e r en ti re 
stage career . 
While in Hollywood, Will w as noted 
amon g th e movie people for his h u m i l­ 
ity. It is said t h a t lie si ncere ly d o u b t­ 
ed his ability to do justice to a lm o s t 
every role which he portrayed. 
Ben B um mil, tho au th o r of " S t e a m ­ 
boat Round tin* Bend,” Will’s last pic­ 
t u r e (which will tie released iii S e p ­ 
tember), tells th e story th a t Will ca m e 
to him when work was begun on th e 
production an d said: 
“ Ben, I think you’ve got a 
grand 
yarn here, arid I like my pa rt , but I 
silo’ am afraid that I'm not going to 
be able to play it the way it o u g h t to 
be done.” 
B in m a n claim s it was the only time 
an ything like th a t happe ned to him in 
Hollywood.
